"WAS FOE OF CLEVELAND. 


Quarrels with Great Democrat 
Who Became President 
Are Historic. 


‘albany, N. Y., Oct. 20—[Spectal.]—David 
B. Hill. former United States senator and 
former governor of New York, died suddenly 
today at Wolfert's Roost, his country resi- 
dence. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Hill was seized 
- with a bilMous attack while at his law office 
in this city and his physician advised him 
% remain at home for a few days until he re- 
eovered. A cold developed and a few days 


later alafming reports of his condition were 


eirculated. 

These reports, however, were denied by 
friends; in fact, the senator appeared to be 
on the road to recovery until last night. wheh 
he suffered a sinking spell, which resulted in 
his death. He long had been a sufferer from 
Bright's disease. 

The great Democratic leader never mar- 
Ned. His friends asserted he never drank, 
never smoked, and never kissed a woman. 


Was the Son of a Carpenter. 

Mr. Hill was the son of a Connecticut car- 
penter who moved to New York state when 
he married. They lived to see their young- 
est son elected lieutenant governor of the 
tate, but not long enough to see the ridicule 
which his accession to the governorship as 
“g peanut politician” brought turned into 
respect and admiration by his wonderful 
grasp of his duties and his ability in handling 


men. 

Samuel J. Tilden. after he was nominated 
for the presidency by a convention at which 
Mr. Hill was a delegate, said to bim: 

‘You never have failed me. You always 

have been hcnorable and lozal Tou tan be 
trusted. You are honest. You have brains. 
Such men are rare. The American people 
appreciate power, oe and ability. 
You possess all three, our future is safe. 
You are capable of great things. I am proud 
of you. Whatever vou do In life, never for- 
get that you are a Democrat.” 

To a witness of this conversation, Mr. 
Tilden said after Mr. Hill had left: He is 
the most promising young Democrat in the 
country today. 

Mr. Hill was born in Havana, N. T., Aug. 
29, 1848. He went to the common schools 
and as a youth moved to Elmira. He was 
admitted to the bar at Elmira in 1864, and 
was at once elected city attorney. He was 
constantly in politics. In 1882 he was elected 
mayor of Elmira, and in 1893, after having 
served many terms in the legislature; he 
was elected lleutenant governor. 


Quarreled with Cleveland. 

Mr. Hill quarreled constantly with Gov. 
Grover Cleveland. He bécame governor 
when Cleveland was elected president. 

The climax of the quarrel between the 
Cleveland faction and the Hill machine came 
at the Chicago convention of 1892, where Mr. 


gation back of him as a candidate against 
Cleveland. It was at that convention that 
Bourke Cockran made his historic speech in 
support of Hin and against Mr. Cleveland, in 
which he said of Cleveland: 
‘* We grant that he is the most popular man 
in the state of Hew York and in the whole 
United States every day of the year—except 
election day. 

On the third ballot, when Arthur Pue Gor- 
man of Maryland, of whom Hill had felt sure, 
went over to the d forces, the vote 
was. Cleveland 617 1-3, Hill 114, and the re- 
maining votes were scattered. 

Mr. Hill returned to New York to be elected 
to the United States senate, where he fought 
— measures of the Cleveland administra- 


Murphy and Hill Foes. 

At the end of his senate term Mr. Hil) did 
not lay down the direction of the party in 
this state. He made it more thorough. . It 
always was his hobby that the party head- 
quarters should be at Albany, and he backed 
it by paying nearly all the expenses of the 
permanent headquarters. Although Edward 
Murphy Jr. of Troy and Mr. Hill bad been on 
the best of terms in the senate, they fell out 
thereafter. Murphy allied himself with Rich- 
ard Croker and Tammany Hall and fought 
Mr. Hill at every convention. j 

After the nomination of Bryan in 1896 Mr. 
Hill, with a flash of characteristic humor, re- 
vived his former creed, I am a Democrat.“ 
with a change. I am a Democrat,” he said, 
„ still—very still.“ 

Mr. Hill forced the nomination of Coler in 
1802 after having failed to do go in 1900. He, 


was credited with the direction of the Parker 


boom in 1904 and of Mr. Parker's deciaration 
tor the gold standard which caused such con- 
fusion gt the St. Louls convention. After 
Mr. Parker's defeat Mr. Hill announced his 
retirement from politics. 

One night two years ago Mr. Hill appeared 
at the capitol in Albany for e consultation 
with a friend. The news that he was about 
reached the senate, which was in night ses- 
sion. Mr. Hill was called in and installed in 
the chair. He made a brief speech in which 
he said he realized his political career was 
over.

Fort Dodge, Ia., Oct. 20.—While a cold rain 
fell in torrents the body. of Senator Jonathan 
P. Dolliver was btried in Oakdale ceme- 
tery on a hillside overlooking the city this 
afternoon. 

The rain, driven by a raw wind, began.to 
fall early and compelled the family to aban- 
don the original plan of holding the services 
on the lawn of the Dolliver residence. The 
funeral was held in the Fifty-sixth regi- 
ment armory, which accommocates 6,000. 

Comtrary elements could not keep away 
the devoted friends of Senator Dolliver, who 
— every available space in the buik- 
ng. 

Standing outside, straining to catch a word 
of the eulogies, were almost 3,000 persons. 
They crowded around the building until final- 
ly Senater Clapp went outside and made a 
short speech to them. 


Body Lies in State. 

From 9 until 11 o'clock the body of Senator 
Dolliver lay in state in fhe reception room 
of the Doiliver’ residence. Hundreds there 
looked their last upon the senator. 

Lined from the door of the Dolliver house 
down to the street were troops of the Fifty- 
third and Fifty-sixth regiments of the lowa 
National guard under command of Coloneig 
Chantland and Allen. As the pallbearers 
carried the casket from the room to the hearse 
the soldiers stood with arms presented. 

The United States senators and congress- 
men and other prominent men who had come 
to the house took carriages and followed the 
funeral procession to the armory. The six 
blocks en route were massed with people who 
stood in places of vantage and waited with 
uncovered heads, despite the rain.

$450,000 in Behalf of 
Worldwide Expansion. 


TAFT INDORSES THE MOVE 


Twenty-one States and Canada 
Represented at Meeting in 
the White House. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—Contributions 
of $1,000,000 for a world wide expansion of the 
Young Men’s Christian association, $450,000 
of which was given by John D. Rockefeller, 
were announced today at the conference of 
Young Men's Christian association workers 
in the east room of the White House. Presi- 
dent Taft addressed the delegates and heartily 
indorsed the organization. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s gift, offered on the condil- 
tiom that à like amount be raised, was met by 
contributions from many laymen interested 
in the movement, ‘among them John Wana- 
maker, and Cleveland Dodge of New York, 
who pledged funds for two buildings in the 
Levant.

The subject of the conference was that of 
extension of the movement into the far east. 
the near east, and to Latin-America. More 
than 200 laymen from twenty-one states and 
Canada were present and were welcomed by 
President Taft, who gave the expansion 
project his earnest approval and pledged t» 
it his active support. 

Dr. John R. Mott, general secretary of the 
World's Student Christian federation, out- 
lined a program for expansion of the move- 
ment. The plan involves the addition of 
fifty experts in the far east during the next 
three years to direct the policy, the erection 
of forty-nine buildings in ten nations, to 
provide proper equipment for such expan- 
sion, and $1,615,000 to cover the cost of the 
equipment. 

The countries to be benefited include the 
Philippines, Japan, China, India, and Ceylon, 
Ruesia, Corea, Turkey, Porto Rico, Cuba, 
and Portugal.

New. York, Oct. 20—The long expected 
shakeup in the administration of the police 
department occurred today, when announce- 
ment was made from Mayor Gaynor's office 
that Police Commissioner W. F. Baker and 
his deputies, Frederick H. Busher and 
Charles Kirby, had resigned. 

James C. Cropsey, a Brooklyn lawyer, was 
named to succeed Mr. Baker; Clement M. 
Driscoll was appointed fret deputy to suc- 
ceed Mr. Bugher, and Capt. William J. Flynn. 
chief operative of the United States secret 
service, was made head of the detective 
bureau, with the title of second deputy. 

It had been expected that the mayor, fol- 
lowing the disagreement between Commis: 
sioner Baker and Acting Mayor Mitchel, 
while Mr. Gaynor was convalescing from his 
wound, would make changes in the depart- 
ment, and there was some surprise that he 
did not act earlier. 

Gaynor Gives Out Letter. 

Commissioner Baker’s letter of resignation 
was not made public, but the mayor gave 
out his own acceptance of it, saying he had 
always found Mr. Baker intelligent and ear- 
nest. He also gave out a long letter to the 
new commissioner, Mr. Cropsey, in which 
he makes known the fact that in July, nearly 
four months ago, he was preparing to make 
changes in the police department.

The president has under consideration the 
appointment of the secretary of commerce 
and labor, Charles Nagel, as an associate 
justice of the United States. 


Fire Underneath the Smoke. 

@ome of the gossip in reference to cabinet 
changes probably is not justified by the facts. 
But there is @ certain amount of fire under- 
neath the smoke which indicates that Mr. 
Taft will not be able to get through the rest of 
bis administration without new appoint- 
ments in bis officia! family.

HEALTH. HINTS BY THE REV. DR 

ä CHAPMAN. 

When Tun Trieune inaugurated the 
plan of publishing a Daily Health 
Hint” it was called by sanitarians one 
of the greatest measures of public eauca- 
tion ever adopted’ by a newspaper. 

But yesterday morning Tue TrRisunp 
began a series of “daily hints” which 
will be of far greater importance and use- 
fulness than any health hint could be. 

And yet they will be health hints, the 
best kind of health hints. If any one 
will apply the first of these Be kind” 
—there will enter into his life the highest 
and best sort of health, a aealth that 
will last and grow day by day, a health 
that will be more contagious than any 
disease, 

It is not easy always to be kind. Per- 
haps it is impossible. But the most hope- 


ful thing ‘that can be said of mankind’s 


progress is that it is becoming easier and 
more natural to be kind. War is not 


gone. But it is going. Poverty is not 
Sone. But it is going. Oppression and 


injustice are not goose. But they are gv-: 
ing. The race moves slowly but surely, 
away from the law of claw and fang,

consént of his father and had contracted a 
mésalliance in defiance of the family stat- 
utes and regulations of the mediatized or 
formerly petty sovereign house of Erbach, 
he must be deprived of all share or partict- 
pation in the revenues of the entailed prop- 
erty and must be excluded from the line of 
succession. 

| — 

Count Erasmus is the only child of the 
head of the family, who, while he has been 
ready to do everything he could to break off 
the match, had no intention of depriving his 
boy of his birthright for the sake of his 
brother or nephews. So he became the friend 
instead of the foe of the young couple and 
gave them a liberal allowance which relieved 
them of the bitter financial stress which they 
had undergone. 

This change of front on the part of the old 
count caused his brother and nephews to 
amend their complaint so as to embrace him 
within its provisions on the ground that by 
continuing to treat his son as the heir ap- 
parent after he had violated the family siat- 
utes he had been guilty of infraction of the 
latter and was therefore unworthy to remain 
at the head of the family or in possession of 
the entailed estates. 

The board of arbitration decided against 
the old count and his son and their verdict 
was indorsed by the lower courts of law. 
The old count thereupon appealed, and the 
matter, having been carried from one tribu- 
nal to another, now has been decided in his 
favor and in that of his son by the Supreme 
court of the German empire at Leipsic.

There were no “ flunks at the close of the 
frst week of the police school. 

The marking of the first examination pa- 

rs was completed yesterday, and it was 
found that every one of the thirty-two pupils 
had passed. A percentage of 70 was required 
in the test, and the general run of the marks 
was high above that point, althqugh some of 
the questions were declared stiff enough 
for an inspector’s examination. 

Nine of the pupils were given grades above 
95. the same number were marked between 
90 and 98, ten more received percentages 
between 80 and 90, and only one fell below 
7. As a rule, the men who were high in the 
civil service entrance examination 
well up on the list ig the first recruits’ test. 

In the entire examination the papers showed 
a total of six clean misses of entire ques- 
tions would be an extreme estimate, On 
one question not a recruit missed, and twen- 
ty-four answers were letter perfect.

STEEL ALSO IN DEMAND. 


Expected 
Soon; Some Dealing in Har- 
vester Made During Day. 


Good buying of New York stocks by local 
purchasers continued yesterday. A large 
line of Union Pacific was taken on in one 
house. United States Steel common was well 
bought, and there were some purchases af 
International Harvester common. 

The motive for the buying of Steel was that 
the railroads would soon be forced to go 
into the market and buy steel products. The 
statement that such buying was imminent 
came from a good source, though doubtless 
some manipulation accompanied the upward 
movement in the stock. 

There was no special information in Union 


Pacific, except that its financial position is 


strong, and there is always a chance for 
treasury developments. 
In International Harvester there were sev- 


ral rumors, but for some time it has been 


‘known that earnings were at the rate of 24 
per cent on the common stock. Such profits 
Warrant a larger dividend rate than 4 per 
‘cent, which the company now is paying. 

If the Supreme court decision in the Stand- 


ard Oil case were delivered, and the men in 


‘the International Harvester able to favor- 
‘ably interpret a ruling of the kind, there 
would be a much larger rise in the stock. As 
it is, the management of the company is 
held in high esteem, and this, with large 
‘earnings, combines confidence and profits in 
a way that makes attractive stock values. 


Municipal Bonds Improve. 
According to the Harris Trust and Savings 
bank interests there is an increase in the 
demand for municipal bonds. A short time 
_ggo the country banks did not show any dis- 
‘position to buy bonds, but that has gradually 
changed.

Steel Shares Leaders in Resumed 
Rise; Closing Prices at 
the Highest. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Announce- 
ment of the elevation of the English bank 
rate by a full 1 per cent, to Sper cent, caused 
only momentary unsettlement on the stock 
exchange at the opening of business today, 
and before the close of the first hour the ad- 
vance in prices, interrupted on Wednesday, 
was resumed with all the Signor which 
marked its progress in nine consecutive ses- 
sions preceding Wednesday’s reaction. 
United States Steel shares were easily lead 
ers in the resumed rise. 

Individual transactions in the issue in- 
cluded enormous blocks at times, and from 
low quotations pf the morning the maximum 
figure of the day represented a gain above 
three points. Naturally this exhibition of 


ports, the most insistent of which was that 
a large holding of shares had been accumu- 
lated for foreign buyers along the same lines 
as those followed in the case of French in- 
vestment in the stock over a year ago. 


Broad Demand for Stocks, 

Needless to say, this and other reports of 
the day regarding shares went unconfirmed, 
but the influence of the rise upon speculative 
sentiment promptty was reflected in the 
broad demand for stocks, particularly for 
special issues of one sort and another in 
which the largest advances of the day nat- 
urally were to be found. This was true of 
Tennessee Copper, in which pool operations 
plainly were disclosed, and International 
Harvester, which rose five points upon stories 
that an extra disbursement is impending.

In some circles the bellef is strong- 
ly held that the purpose of the Bank of Eng- 
land ig to bring about a substantial replen- 
tshment of its gold holdings, which have been 
undergoing depletion as a result of shipments 
to Egypt and India, the end of which is not 
yet in sight. 

It is pointed out that while the Paris money 
market is easiest in Europe at the moment, 
the Bank of France has been reluctant to 
part with gold, has as a matter of fact pur- 
sued a policy of enlarging its holdings when- 
ever possible steadily for several years. This 
Would seem to throw the burden of supply- 
ing the English demand upon our own mar- 
ket, but it remains to be seen whether this 
will entail direct shipments to London or 
whether the case can be met by supplying 
from this city probable South American re- 
quirements. 


Determined to Attract Gold? 


Those who believe that the higher bank

‘Big Drop in Receipts Compared 


to Last Year; Coarse Grains 
Are Much Higher. 


The wheat market closed with the strontzest 
tone it has displayed in weeke yesterday, 
‘and judging from the class of buying there 
‘mas more bullish sentiment than for some 
time. Several of the larger wire concerns 
that have been identified with the bear side 
‘for several weeks were on the buying side 
and selling was more scattered, with bears 
correspondingly legs aggressive. Closing quo- 
tations were Gille higher, July being the 
strongest option. . 

While there was nothing particularly bull- 
“sh in the news except that receipts at all 
points: Were smaller and there was some un- 
‘certainty in regard to the Argentine outlook, 
ithere was a feeling that the decline had been 
carried too far. Some of the bears, too, were 
a little anxious over reports that the big 
Anterests had switched to the bull side for a 
turn This led to considerable buying.
